Part two discusses 
recreation in general and mil- 
itary hospitals; recreation for 
the blind, deaf, and crippled; 
for the patient in the home. 
Part three discusses the tech- 
niques used by recreational 
leaders. Bibliography. No 
index. 


The National Society for Crippled 
Children and Adults, Inc. Re- 
habilitation Literature.  Chi- 
cago: The Society, monthly. 


A monthly, abstracting index 
to books, pamphlets, and peri- 
odicals, articles on all phases 
of rehabilitation as relating 
to the care, welfare, educa- 
tion, and employment of the 
handicapped. Arranged al- 
phabetically by subject. Well- 
annotated. Includes “New 
books briefly noted” contain- 
ing brief reviews of new 
books in the field. 


Pomeroy, Elizabeth. ABC’s of 
Hospital Librarians. Chicago: 
American Library Association, 
1943. 18p. 


A manual of information for 
professionally trained hos- 
pital librarians, who enter 
the field without a clear idea 
of how to fit the training into 
the framework of hospital or- 
ganization. Includes sections 
on the appearance and use of 
the library, library hours and 
ward visits, reference work 
and book selection, methods 
of arousing interest in read- 
ing, and a brief description 
of the medical library. 


Sloan, Raymond P. This Hospital 
Business of Ours. New York: 
Putnam, 1952, 331p. 


Divided into two sections: 
“Some facts and figures,” and 
“Ready for Trustee Action.” 
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The first section discusses 
the background of hospitals, 
the size and scope of hospital 
services, the work of the hos- 
pital in research and educa- 
tion, its relationship with 
other public health activities, 
and hospital administration 
and organization. More de- 
tailed phases of administra- 
tion are considered in the 
second part: financial prob- 
lems, the role of the trustee 
in medical affairs, staff-med- 
ical relationships, personnel 
relations, the hospital in the 
community, and _ hospital 
buildings. 

Special Libraries Association. 
Science - Technology _ Division. 
Technical Libraries; Their Or- 
ganization and Management, ed. 
by Lucille Jackson. New York: 
The Association, 1951. 20p. 

Guide to special techniques 
and bibliographic information 
for science technology librar- 
ies. Well-organized, concise 
book containing valuable in- 
formation. The appendix has 
bibliographies, but they are 
not extensive enough in any 
one field to constitute a guide 
to the reference literature of 
a subject.

Stresses the need for profes- 
sional collaboration of doctor 
and musician for a general 
understanding of the problem 
of the systematic application 
of music as a medically co- 
ordinated means of treat- 
ment. Discusses desirable at- 
titudes and procedures for 
hospital music work. An- 
swers fundamental questions 
which arise in connection 
with hospital music _pro- 
grams. Describes integration 
of music program with hos- 
pital organization and work. 
Gives qualifications of hos- 
pital musicians. Briefly de- 
scribes hospital organization 
and functions. First chapter 
devoted to responses to mu- 
sic in normal living 
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The Cisco Public Library was 
CISCO closed for several weeks dur- 

ing the summer for extensive 
remodeling. The remodeling included 
painting the building inside and out- 
side, installing an air conditioner, add- 
ing new book cases, putting in a new 
floor, and a new roof, The furniture 
has been upholstered and new curtains 
added. Open house is planned at a 
later date. 


The La Retama 
CORPUS CHRISTI Library received 
more money than 


originally anticipated in the city’s 
budget recently adopted. During pub- 
lic hearings library representatives 


asked for more money to buy books 
and periodicals. The library received 
an additional $1,500 for book pur- 
chases after the council granted $16,- 
000 instead of the propose figure of 
$14,500. 


For the reading public, a 
DALLAS new bookmobile plus $155,- 

000 worth of new books are 
the brightest spots in the Dallas Pub- 
lie Library’s proposed $905,725 budget 
for 1957-58. The library budget also 
specifies funds for salary raises and 
the modernization of branch libraries 
in the city system. 

A library financial campaign opened 
in Oak Cliff on September 6, to raise 
$7,000 to pay for the air conditioning 
at the Oak Cliff Branch Library. Air 
conditioning of the library was com- 
pleted several weeks ago with funds 
made available through a finance com- 
mittee. Sufficient funds are needed 
to pay the obligation underwritten by 
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Oak Cliff business men for the cost of 
the air conditioning and for the pur- 
chase of books. 


The Falconer-Stamps _Li- 
brary has received gifts of 
books and pictures from 
friends of the library, and has pur- 
chased numerous new books for its 
lending shelves. Another air condi- 
tioning window unit has been installed 
at the library, making a total of two 
now in use. The librarian has invited 
all members of the Negro community 
to visit the library. 


MARLIN 


A new world globe map 
of 32,000 square inches 
has been given the Mid- 
land County Library in honor of the 
late Mrs. Ernest Sidwell, wife of the 
mayor. This is the first memorial 
bought from a special fund started in 
March 1956, by the Altrusa Club, and 
to which more than 60 Midlanders 
have contributed in memory of 31 per- 
sons. The globe is the first item in 
a proposed list of furnishings that will 
go into the new library under con- 
struction and due for completion early 
next year, Present plans for the li- 
brary do not include use of tax money 
for furnishings, and unless private 
groups and individuals contribute gen- 
erously, equipment in the old library 
will be used in the new building.

In Beaumont, Texas, at 695 
Pearl Street stands what the na- 
tives call “The Old Lady of Pearl 
Street.” It is Tyrrell Public Li- 
brary. 

Charles J. Finger in his book, 
“Under Sapphire Skies,” wrote 
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after a visit to the Library, “So 
well has someone wrought that to 
read there is like reading in a 
monastery, what with the high 
vaulted roof, the stained glass 
windows and the picturesque col- 
oring of grey stone. One steps 
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from the activity of modern civ- 


ilization into an atmosphere of 
noble solemnity.” 


The above is poetic writing and 
well deserved but actually, we be- 
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lieve we are playing a much more 
active part in the life of the times 
than Mr. Finger’s stained glass 
atmosphere might suggest.

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We are sending greetings and 
a welcome to newcomers to Beau- 
mont, we are sending reminders 
to those who have not been in the 
library for a long time, and we 
have distributed a small leaflet 
telling what the library has to of- 
fer. 


Now, we are working on plans 
for a Book Fair to be held during 
Nation Children’s Book Week. In 
connection with Jefferson County 
Library, Lamar Tech Library 
and Taylor’s Book Shop, we hope 
to put on a fair that will make 
Beaumonters library conscious. 
The two Beaumont papers have 
been most cooperative and helpful 
in giving us space and news sto- 
ries, so I am sure that we can 
count on them for good publicity 
in regard to the Book Fair. 


Organizations have taken the 
library as their project this sea- 
son. The League of Women 
Voters made a survey and pre- 
sented it to the Citv management 
for consideration. The A.A.U.W. 
has offered to help in any way 
they can, and other organizations 
have expressed their interest. 
This is a healthy sign that Beau- 
mont is waking up as far as the 
library is concerned, and no one 
can do as much for a public serv- 
ice as the citizens themselves. 


Tyrrell Public Library was do- 
nated to the city by the late Cap- 
tain W. C. Tyrrell. It was for- 
ferly a Baptist church and after 
the interior was remodeled, the li- 
brary was ready for business De- 
cember 16, 1925, with Mrs. Lucy 
Fuller Gross as Head Librarian. 
When Mrs. Gross resigned, Miss 
Pearle Burr took her place. 
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In 1950, the Wall Street Branch 
was installed for the Negro popu- 
lation, and on June 5, 1953, Cen- 
tral Park Drive-In Library was 
opened. The Drive-In Branch is 
one of the first of its kind in this 
section, and patrons may enjoy 
the luxury of being served with- 
out leaving their cars. 


Under Miss Burr, Tyrrell Li- 
brary was one of the first in the 
nation to open a free film-lending 
service. This service has grown 
and become more and more in de- 
mand. Tyrrell Public Library has 
a very fine collection of Texana, 
of which we are justly proud. We 
have a thriving Children’s De- 
partment with a very successful 
summer reading program just 
over. We have a cicrofilm service 
and a good Periodical Department 
and our Reference Department is 
most capable and ever ready to 
help the citizens with their ques- 
tions and problems. 


In fact, the heart of the old 
lady is fine. It’s just her appear- 
ance and size that are against her. 
She is bursting at the seams and 
needs more shelf space, and her 
temperature is pretty high in the 
summer. There is hope that we 
shall have more space and air- 
conditioning before too long. 


We, here in Tyrrell Library, 
are eager to meet the challenge 
presented to all libraries by the 
ever increasing leisure hours 
most people now enjoy. We know 
that publicity must be justified 
by the service we give, and we 
feel that a physical face-lifting 
operation will mean a great deal 
in our program for making Beau- 
mont a library-conscious commu- 
nity. 


NATIONAL LIBRARY WEEK 


In introducing the resolution 
requesting the President to desig- 
nate the week of March 16-22, 
1958 as National Library Week 
Senator Lester Hill of Alabama 
said: 


“Last year Congress gave rec- 
ognition and tangible support to 
the important educational and cul- 
tural functions of public libraries 
by the enactment of the Library 
Services Act. That act authorized 
a 5-year program of Federal 
matching grants to enable the 
State to provide public library 
services in rural areas of the 
country which have no library 
service or inadequate service, and 
in which approximately 27 mil- 
lion of our people live. 


“In passing the Library Serv- 
ices Act, Congress took a neces- 
sary step to alleviate the obvious 
and critical needs of this impor- 
tant educational service. There 
remains, however, the need to 
build the financial support and 
material resources of all libraries 
and make these resources avail- 
able to our people in the most ef- 
fective way possible. These needs 
will be provided by State and lo- 
cal governments, voluntary asso- 
ciations and private effort and 
initiative. National Library Week 
is intended to focus public atten- 
tion on these problems and to 
stimulate public interest in their 
solution. State and local commit- 
tees throughout the Nation will 
be at work during National Li- 
brary Week emphasizing the re- 
sources of libraries and the part 
the printed word contributes to 
our education, self-development, 
cultural advancement, recreation,

civic improvement, and our na- 
tional well-being. 


“My fellow sponsors and I com. 
mend the National Book Commit- 
tee, the American Library Asso- 
ciation and the other supporters 
of National Library Week for 
their initiative in developing this 
program; and we are hopeful that 
Congress will adopt the concur- 
rent resolution, and bring Nation. 
al Library Week to the attention 
of our people.” 


The resolution reads: Whereas 
the Congress of the United States 
has recognized the vital educa- 
tional and cultural role of librar- 
ies by the enactment of the Li- 
brary Services Act of 1956; and 


Whereas the Library Services 
Act is now in operation in 43 of 
the 48 States as a means of find- 
ing wavs of bringing adequate 
public library service to some 72 
miltion Americans, largely in ru- 
ral areas, hitherto without such 
service or with totally inadequate 
service; and 

Whereas State and local gov- 
ernments, professional associa- 
tions, and citizens’ groups recog- 
nize that much remains to be done 
to improve the availability of the 
full resources of the printed word 
to all of our people for education, 
self-improvement, cultural  ad- 
vancement, and fulfilling the re- 
sponsibilities of citizens in a de- 
mocracy; and 

Whereas the National Book 
Committee and the American Li- 
brary Association in cooperation 
with numerous other citizens’ or- 
ganizations, business and profes- 
tional groups, and voluntary asso- 
ciations, have designated the week 
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of March 16-22, 1958, as the first 
National Library Week; and 


Whereas National Library 
Week will increase support for li- 
braries from the highest levels of 
leadership in the civic, economic, 
professional, and cultural life of 
the country; will expose the need 
for the extension and improve- 
ment of school and public library 
services; will offer opportunities 
for librarians to work more close- 
ly with newspaper, magazine, and 
advertising executives in broad- 
ening the use of printed materi- 
als; will attract wider public at- 
tention to library services through 
features in national media; and 
will promote prestige for reading 
itself by showing the vital role 
the printed word can play in the 
pleasure of reading aloud in the 
family, the rewards of reading as 
a leisure time activity and the 
contribution of reading to career 
advancement: Therefore be it 


Resolved by the Senate (the 
House of Representatives concur- 
ring), That the President is re- 
quested to issue a proclamation 
designating the week beginning 
on the 16th day and ending on the 
22d day of March 1958 as Na- 
tional Library Week, and calling 
upon the people of the United 
States to observe such week with 
appropriate ceremonies.
